Gasualties of Enemy on West Front 
Have Been Heavy 


Severe inroads have been: made on 
the strength of the Gérman troops 
Bolding the line on the Franco-Brit- 
ish front during the attacks delivered 
on them in the months of April, May 
and June. An estiniate made on well 
established’ averages demonstrates 
that their losstés must approximate

These reserve di- 
visions were about equally distribut- 
ed in tle fiorthern and southern ‘sec- 
tors; The situation on the Russian 
permitted the Germans to de- 
tech some of their active divisions 
from that side, and at the same time 
they formed ‘several new. divisions, 
which they brought to the French 
front, so that ow June 20 the number 
of their divisions facing the French 
and Brijish was 155, in spite of the 
fact that they had replaced the ac- 
tive divisions brought from Russie

The strength of the German forces 
en the Vranco-British front cannot, 
However, be calculated exactly from

Consumes About 15 per cent. Less 
. Foodstuffs Than 18 Months 
C Ago 


The British army in the ficld is 
constining about fifteen per cont, less 
of foodstuffs per capita than it did 
cighteen months ago, d 

This is not due to any studied dim- 
inution of rations, but to more tare- 
fil distribution and the prevention of 
x aste. It is very easy for a generous 
commisary to supply an arniy with 
more than it can-use. In the early 
days of the war. this practice of gen- 
crosity was well nigh ‘universal -be- 
cause it was regarded as wiser to} 
provide too much than too little, and 
the reaching of tlie exact means is 
not a simple matter. The: policy of 
over-siipply’ was well enough  wlien 
foodstuffs were fairly plentiful but 
nowadays, when the result of — the 
war may depend-upon the solution of 
food problems nothing is being left 
undone to prevent waste. 

The British soldier is still the best 
fed soldier in Europe, but tle supply 
cepartments aré gradually rescuing 
lim from the stigma of being at the 
same time the most wasteful. Stocks 
of meat and bread are closely watch- 
ed and unused allowances must- be 
held over and added to the store for 
the next meal or the next day.

and relativé costs and that you keep 
an eye open for good advice from any 
source, whether from the department 
of agriculture, a farmers’ weckly, 
your agricultural college, or the hired 
girl in the kitchen. i
